PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
America’s second Viking lands 
on the Utopia dunes of Mars 
today, searching for life where 
morning 
fogs 
and 
evening 
frosts suggest available mois­ 
ture for thirsty organisms. 
Viking 2 was scheduled to 
land at 6:58 p.m. EDT, but it 
will be midmorning on the red 
planet. Its first surface pictures 


should start coming in a hall 
hour later at the Pasadena 
control center 229 million miles 
away. 
Geologist Harold Masursky 
said there is a chance some fog 
may still cling to the rolling 
dunes of sand or dust that 
orbital pictures show blanket 
the area.

The Rush County Counseling 
Center was officially organized 
on May 2,1974, as a local service 
site of the Indiana Pastoral Care 
and Counseling Center. It is the 
newest participating agency of 
Rush County United Way 
The initial task of the Boards 
of Directors was to organize, 
publicize and begin operation of 
the Center, a task that was 
completed 
in 
October. 
1974 
—Inside — 
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From that time until January. 
1976, when the Center received 
funds from United Way, the 
board concentrated on financing 
the operation of the Center 
Many individuals, churches, 
clubs, service organizations, 
and industries contributed, 
making local counseling reality. 
The fees charged are on a 
sliding scale based on income, 
ranging from $1 to $35 per 
session 
In order to offer 
counseling facilities to the 
entire community, the fees must 
be supplemented On an annual 
basis of six hours per week,jane 
day s counseling, the cost 'will 
be $4,500 with approximately 
$3,000 to be raised from outside 
sources and $1,500 from fees 
The need for two days coun­ 
seling each week, a total of 12 
hours a week, has now been 
clearly established by the 
waiting list for services.

Martian weather, analyzed its 
“air” , and studied its soil 
The most puzzling findings 
were indications from all three

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — State or local officials 
should assume the plans for construction of a proposed 
reservoir in the lafayette area, Gov. Otis R Bowen said 
Thursday. 
The governor thus joined other state and federal 
officials and urged congressional deauthorization of the 
controversial 
Wildcat 
Reservoir, 
also 
known 
as 
Lafayette Lake. 
Bowen sent a letter to Rep. Ray Roberts, D-Texas, 
chairm an 
of the House subcommittee 
considering 
deauthorization legislation, which said deauthorization 
would allow the state to go ahead with other plans. 
The governor in April recommended plans for the 
reservoir should be halted. At that time he cited rising 
estim ates for construction costs — which rocketed from 
$30 million when the plan for the 10,900-acre facility was 
authorized in 1965 to $100 million now — and increased 
opposition among area residents.

and 
federal 
officials 
also 
favor 
deauthorization Sen Vance Hartke, D-Ind., one of those 
supporting the construction, recently said he also would 
support deauthorization. 
Bowen said efforts would be pressed at the state level 
during the next legislative session for deauthorization of 
the Lafayette Lake project. 


Central Indiana Gas Dies 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Central Indiana Gas Co. has 
ceased to exist under terms of an order issued Thursday 
by the Indiana Public Service Commission. 
It approved final plans for the absorption of Central 
Indiana Gas Co by Indiana Gas Co., which already 
owned all of Central’s stock. 
Central, which served some 100,000 custom ers in 15 
counties of east central Indiana, had been a wholly 
owned subsidiary of Indiana Gas Co. for three years^but 
operated independently. The agreement will “simplify 
corporate arrangem ents and avoid unnecessary expense 
without impairing the efficiency of service to the public" 
and is expected to lead to a better gas distribution 
system, the PSC noted. 
The PSC said that there will be no increase in rates or 
revenues at this time. Indiana is expected to file for a 
rate hike in the near future. 
Indiana thus directly acquires all of C entral’s plants, 
properties and operating rights as well as assuming all 
of its debts, liabilities and obligations. It had purchased 
all 63,219 shares of Central stock in December, 1973. at a 
price of nearly $3 million. 
Indiana Gas already already served some 192,000 
customers in 127 towns in 42 counties around the state.

Although the present Brazil­ 
ian government has begun to 
loosen up a bit on the squeeze 
on the lower classes that helped 
generate the profits to reinvest 
in that "m iracle,” the Brazilian 
poor still have a long way to go 
to share in it.

reported that the minimum- 
salary-man-working 
hours 
necessary to buy the foods for a 
proper diet more than doubled 
between 1965 — the year after 
the military 
took over

government of Brazil — and 
last March. 
Theoretically, according 
to 
the 
DIEE 
it 
has 
become 
virtually impossible for a man 
on a minimum salary to feed a 
fam ily at the standards set 
down 
as 
"basic 
minimum 
rationing” by the government 
itself in 1938. 
According 
to 
the 
latest 
available DIEE statistics, he 
would have to work 182.11 hours 
a month just to feed himself 
properly 
364.22 hours for 
himself and a 
spouse. 
The 
study did not include possible 
children, rent, transportation, 
schooling or any other expen­ 
ses. 
In practice, the poor Brazil­ 
ian families cut corners, eat 
less meat, more rice, and form 
together in family units where 
income 
is 
pooled 
to 
cover 
expenses. 


"I don’t know what I spend 
per 
month on 
food,” 
Mrs. 
Santos said. "I do know that I 
make 
about 
200 
cruzeiros 
($18.25) a 
month 
taking in 
washing and when I get it, it 
goes.” 


When her husband died Mrs. 
Santos began taking in washing 
to augment her widow’s pension 
and the salaries her two grown 
sons bring home to feed the 
family of six. 


She scrubs the laundry in a 
basin out back of her three- 
room brick-and-tile shack in the 
Salgueiro slum perched on a 
hill overlooking a lower middle 
class residential section.

The closing of the work day today means the 
beginning of sum m er’s last fling for millions of 
Americans. It will be a weekend of clam bakes, beach 
parties, picnics, backyard barbecues, and billions of 
miles of driving. 
Police departm ents all across the country are 
gearing up to handle the holiday throngs of motorists. 
It is a rough job to do. 
The National Safety Council, through President 
Vincent Tofany, estim ates motorists will travel 
approxim ately 13.1 billion miles during the long 
holiday weekend, which begins at 6 p.m. locally and 
ends Monday night at midnight. He also estim ates 
that anywhere between 360 to 460 persons could be 
killed, a death toll of 4.2 persons per IOO million miles 
traveled. Added to that, the estim ates show that 
another 15,000 to 18,000 could be disabled in traffic 
accidents during the sam e time period of the special 
78-hour holiday weekend. 
According to last y ear’s statistics, 407 persons died 
in traffic accidents during the 1975 Labor Day 
weekend. Motorists were believed to have traveled 
less last year, however, hitting the road for only an 
estim ated 12.6 billion miles, a half a billion miles less 
than will be traveled this year. 
The increased mileage for this holiday means in­ 
creased exposure to the dangers of the highway for 
the motorists and their passengers. To handle the 
expected onslaught, many states have beefed up their 
police patrols. 
Most departm ents say there will be no crackdown 
on motorists as such, but the police will try to be 
where the action is. They will be looking for the 
drinking drivers, because there seems to be a lot 
more during the holidays. 
In Indiana, traffic experts have estim ated that IO 
people will die on Hoosier highways. Indiana, which 
has many interstate highways, but many more state 
highways, will focus on safety for the next three day 
period, and they will also be looking for the drinking 
driver. That driver causes more problems for 
everyone than anyone else, it would seem. 
So, if you must drive during the coming weekend, 
do it carefully and with extrem e caution. Most ac­ 
cidents are caused by the other guy, so drive 
defensively. 
Don’t be one of the ten that will die on Hoosier 
roads. You are more than a statistic to someone. A 
holiday is only a holiday when there are reasons to 
enjoy it.

Plastic Surgery for Large tars 


Is there any possibility of 
hearing the bearing lf a child is 
operated on for pinning bock 
protruding ears?

hearing mechanism and the 
tissues that are involved in a 
plastic repair of the ears. 
An identical problem was 
presented to me in my practice 
some time ago. I advised the 
parents of a child who at 8-years 
had unusually large protruding 
ears to consider plastic surgery. 
They expressed your concern 
and for a variety of other 
reasons why they were hesitant. 
Today, the boy is 17 and he is 
paying a penalty in self­ 
consciousness, embarrassment 
and a reluctance to participate 
in sports and social activities. 
Plastic surgery for the repair 
of unusually large and “out­ 
standing’’ ears is safe and ef­ 
fective. The procedure takes a 
short time and the healing is 
rapid and uncomplicated 
In addition to the so-called 
“lop ears" there is also a 
variety of other birth defects of 
the ears which can also be 
repaired and thus spare the 
child the anguish and em­ 
barrassment usually associated 
with such physical defects.

including all or part of Sullivan, Knox and 
Gibson counties, w ere not interested and 
Mrs, 
Terry 
agreed 
to 
being 
the 
GOP 
challenger to Rep. Kenneth C. Snider, D- 
Decker. 


She turned over som e of her new spaper 
responsibilities to another staffer and her 
m other, who had retired from her job, 
moved to Bicknell to help care for the three

children 
Some

m iners she had helped told Mrs. T erry she 
should ask for the support of D istrict ll of 
UMW. 


“ I went before the council of 20 or 30 
m em bers and answ ered their questions for 
two hours,” Mrs Terry said. "I didn’t think 
I had a chance, being a woman and a 
Republican. I didn't agree with them on 
som e things.’’

"I have a theory that the law degree is the 
equivalent of a bachelors' degree at the turn 
of the century. Law is such a part of to d ay ’s 


world th at legal training is an introduction 
into alm ost anything.” 
Yegge said Denver I^aw School placed 
most of its 125 m em ber graduating class in 
governm ent 
related 
positions 
with 
few 
entering 
traditional 
practice. 
G raduates 
have been hired by school districts, the 
Federal T rade Commission, oil com panies, 
D epartm ent of the Interior, num erous m ajor 
m anutacturm g tirm s and a whole range of 
private concerns, he said.

In predicitng earthquakes in the end times, 
Jesus did not speak as a seismologist, or He 
could have gone further than our modern 
science and explained the causes of these 
energy releases. At any rate, He did use the 
fact of a shaking world to em phasize the 
coming 
Kingdom 
that 
will 
not 
shake. 
(Hebrews 12:28). 
He declared that in the end tim es these 
earthquakes would occur in m any places. 
Seismologists report a 2,000 per c°nt increase 
in m ajor earthquakes over the last 400 years. 
“The death toll during the first six m onths of 
1976 was 20 tim es greater than that for all of 
1975,” according to one news report. More 
than 20,000 were killed in Feburary in the 
G uatem ala quake that m easured 7.5 on the 


R ichter scale. In Italy 900 people died on May 
6 in a m ajor earthquake. On July 15 the island 
of Bali in Indonesia was hit by a trem or in 
which m ore than 200 died. And on July 28 one 
of the most severe quakes recorded in our 
tim e hit Mainland China, and the rest of the 
world does not yet know how m any thousands 
w ere killed. A few weeks ago m ore than 3,000 
people died in the severe earthquake in the 
Southern Philippines. 
And according to Jesus, earthquakes will 
continue as an omen of a coming age. It is 
rem arkable that, according to the prophets, 
the dying breath of the p re sift age will be 
h is to ry ’s 
m ost 
violent 
e a rth q u a k e . 
(Zecharich 14:4; Revelation 16:17-19). 
Certainly the signs of the tim es point to 
these being the last days. 


Betty Ford-Al

VAIL, Colo. (U PI) — Betty Ford says no 
m atter whether her husband defeats Jim m y 
C arter or not in November she will be the 
victor. 
The First Lady discussed her personal life 
in the White House — lonely at tim es — and 
her new love of cam paigning in a weekend 
interview at her Vail vacation hom e with 
United Press International and Associated 
Press correspondents. 
She forecast that “ the P resident” — as 
she calls him — will trium ph in Novem ber 
but added “ I’ll win either way because I’ll 
win him back and w e’ll be able to see more 
of each other and do m ore things together. I 
won’t be brokenhearted.” 
M rs. Ford laughed off a question about 
w hether her l9year-old daughter, Susan, had 
had an affair, saying “ask h er.” 
Susan, sitting nearby, responded quickly 
with a firm “no.” Last August in a TV 
interview, the F irst Lady said she “wouldn’t 
be surprised” if Susan had an affair and she 
has been teased about it every since. 
Mrs. Ford, 58, who underwent surgery for 
breast cancer in Septem ber 1974, said she 
believes she has completely recovered and 
has suffered no side effects whatsoever. She 
said she continues to get mail from women 
who have undergone sim ilar operations and 
“ it’s 
interesting 
going 
through 
crowds, 
shaking hands with women and those that 
give your hand a little squeeze and say ‘I’m 
a sister, God bless you.’” 
The interview was a family affair in m any 
ways. President Ford, casually attired in 
slacks, sw eater and a shirt, popped in a 
couple of tim es. He put in an order for a 
cottage cheese lunch, patting his wife on the 
shoulder, then returned from his basem ent 
study to complain about paperw ork that had 
piled up on his desk, which he was trying to 
clear before flying back to W ashington 
Sunday. 
The F irst Lady wore a beige suede jum p 
suit and gold jewelry. She was obviously in 
som e pain from her chronic osteoarthritic 
neck ailm ent which kicked up a couple of 
tim es since she arrived in Vail from the 
GOP national convention. 
She chatted with 
the reporters 
at 
a 
luncheon, served on White House china 
which included a consom me, cheese souffle, 
and a salad with lime sherbet in an orange 
peel basket for dessert. 
Asked whether she ever wished she w asn’t 
in the White House, she laughed and said, 
“Well, 
one 
night 
when 
I 
was 
alone. 
Everybody in the family was gone. It w as a 
big house. I was a brave girl and went to 
bed. It can be very lonely when you are 
alone. It can be a very lonely place.” 
“ It’s an entirely different life because you 
are very busy and you a re cut off from all 
your friends. You don’t have the tim e to 
spend seeing them or talking to them on the 
phone — and you miss that. I try to keep in 
touch.” 
M rs. Ford said she w ants to “do as m uch 
as possible” to cam paign for her husband. 
“ I enjoy it. I really do.” 
“ I expect it to be a very tough cam paign 
but th at's what it s all about,” she said. 
H er husband should be elected, she said, 
because he has “proven his ability” over the 
past two years 
“ I think he is the best equipped of all the 
candidates and that’s why I’m in favor of 
his running.” 
She said he has proved him self “as being 
very cool and very smooth and not flying off 
the handle in situations.” 
She said she believes C arter “ has m any 
weak points," adding “ I won’t specifically 
get into those points ... you know them . 
M ainly, I think the President has a great 
advantage in his knowledge of the situation, 
having not only been in the leadership sc 
m any years but also having taken over the 
presidency for two years.” 
Asked if she had ever seen her husband 
debate, she quipped; "P retty sad." She re ­ 
ferred to his early congressional races and 
said that she thought the debates would be 
good 
in 
reaching 
a 
broad 
nationwide 
audience because F ord’s presidential duties 
would keep him from “running around the 
country” on his cam paign 
M rs. 
Ford, one of the 
nation’s 
most 
outspoken and least inhibited F irst lad ie s, 
disclosed that when her husband becam e 
President she told him she was “sorry” but 
“couldn’t change and people would just have 
to accept m e and reject m e as I was. You 
c an ’t teach an old dog new tricks." 
“T h at’s all I want you to do," she said 
Ford told her. 
She said he had “ never” chided her for 
speaking out, often in disagreem ent with 
him on such issues as abortion, m arijuana, 
and gun control. 
“ No, h e’s never stepped on my toes," she 
«aid. “ No, never.” 
Mrs. Ford revealed that on the Vietnam 
War "I would have been m ore of a haw k” 
than her husband and “he knows it." She 
said the w ar "never should have been ... I 


didn’t believe in it, but once we got into it I 
felt we had to win it.” 
She said she would have w arned ships 
supplying North Vietnam that Haiphong 
harbor would be bombed in 24 hours unless 
they got out. 
“The longer it went on, the m ore people 
were killed,” she said. 
She said that she w asn’t consulted on 
F ord’s choice of a running m ate and was 
“quite surprised” that Sen. Robert A. Dole 
was chosen, although he was one of her 
favorite choices. She said she would like to 
have seen Vice President Nelson Rockefeller 
run on the ticket with her husband. 
Mrs. Ford m ade it clear she does not 
agree with those who believe Ford often 
takes a “ m acho” stance to show m ilitary 
force 
in 
situations 
like 
M ayaguez, 
the 
Lebanon evacuation, and the recent Korean 
crisis. She also rejected criticism that her 
husband lacks compassion in his vetoes of 
social legislation. 
“ He has great compassion ... for people of 
all m eans, the needy and the poor, because 
he cam e up the hard way him self and he 
knows what it m eans. He worked his way 
through high school.” 
She denied that she had a feud with Nancy 
Reagan that broke into the open at the GOP 
national convention. She described as “a 
m isstatem ent” and “a m isquote" a report 
that she said Mrs. Reagan “ fell ap art at the 
seam s” when she m et her husband, Ronald 
Reagan. 
“ But I am surprised that having worked 
that 
she 
(Mrs. 
Reagan) 
was 
definitely 
against the Equal Rights Amendment and I 
would have felt that she would have realized 
th at,” Mrs. Ford said. 
As. for herself, Mrs. Ford, who has been a 
strong lobbyist for ERA, said she would like 
to have four more years in the White House 
to help push it through and to get a woman 
on the Suprem e Court. 
Mrs Ford said the President views “very 
positively” a proposal for Social Security 
benefits 
for 
housewives. 
She 
said 
the 
question still has to he worked out but “to 
me th ere’s no reason why a hom em aker 
isn’t just as much a career, if not m ore so, 
24 hours a -'ay, as a woman who is working 
in an office or a hospital. I think she should 
be protected by Social Security.” 
The F irst Lady recalled m eeting Mrs. 
C arter while promoting the arts on a visit to 
Atlanta during C arter’s term as governor of 
Georgia. 
“ Mrs. C arter is a lovely w om an,” she 
said. "S he’s very nice and certainly most 
pleasant and hospitable.’’ 
Mrs. Ford said she does not believe in 
blanket pardons for Vietnam draft evaders 
and deserters and agrees with her husband 
that they should be taken up on a case-by- 
case basis. She described draft evaders as 
being “just like any crim inals’’ and said a 
draft dodger is "as crim inal as anyone who 
goes AWOL.” 
She said it was “a terrible shock’’ when 
the 
W atergate 
scandal 
broke, 
but 
she 
believed her husband did the right thing in 
pardoning form er President Richard M 
Nixon because “the country was in such 
terrible condition. We would still he in a 
m orass and it would still he in the courts.” 
She said it was a question of “going 
forward instead of standing still and going 
backw ards.” 
C arter and his running m ate, Sen. W alter 
Mondale, she said, keep bringing up the 
pardon "in a very subtle w ay.” 
Mrs. 
Ford 
took a 
fam iliar stand 
on 
abortion, saying she was against abortion on 
demand but was “glad to see it brought out 
of the backwoods and put into the hospitals 
where it belongs.” 
She also said she believes there should be 
lighter sentences for m arijuana offenders, 
particularly for the young who try it for the 
first tim e. She also believes in registration 
of all guns. All of these stands are more 
liberal than her husband has taken. 
Mrs. Ford said she som etim es tries to get 
her views over to the President in “ pillow 
talk.” 
“Some tim es it works and some tim es it 
doesn’t,” she said, claim ing as one of her 
victories 
the 
appointm ent 
of 
Housing 
Secretary C arla Hills. 
With a sm ile that lit up her eyes, she said 
the White House has been “a stage” for her 
to find her own identity, to prom ote the 
projects that she was interested in such as 
the retard ed and the underprivileged.

adm itted 
she 
was 
“ very, 
very 
surprised” and found “quite rew arding" her 
own popularity in the country which her 
husband alw ays teases her about. 
She said there is “a great deal of love and 
com passion which we have shared together’’ 
in her fam ily. 
And. she revealed that it took her “quito a 
while” a fter she moved into the White House 
before she really began to “appreciate the 
trem endous history and fascinating facts of 
what the W hite House m eant to the people of 
the United S tates.”

What happened to Miss Ten 
Boom certainly is a testim ony to 
God’s goodness and G race For 
instance, she relates the story of 
her first day in a concentration 
cam p. She had brought a Bible 
with her which she knew would 
ba confiscated. Nothing could be 
concealed because all prisoners 
were required to strip naked 
and hand their belongings to the 
guards. She asked permission to 
use a rest room 
When she 
arrived she was able to conceal 
the Bible for further use behind 
a toilet tank 
During 
her

prisonment she rem ained loyal 
to her C hristian faith through all 
sorts of sufferings and trials. 
No. "The Hiding Place” is not a 
pretty story unless you know 
how to view it with the un 
d en tin g of God’s Holy Spirit 
For instance, ai the end oi her 
im prisonm ent Corrie Ten Boom 
is inform ed she is to be released 
to return to H aarlem , Holland 
That s nothing, is it? Thousands 
of people w ere released as the
